ORDER 
In the final integrated gradation list of the Survey Department published 
with the G.O. cited Sri Chandrasekhara Kartha was shown as rank No. 40 
among Draftsmen on Rs. 40-120. The rank of Shri Kartha was fixed based 
on his date of joining duty in the Survey Department on 24-1-1955 . 
Subscquently on a writ petition filed by Shri Kartha, the High Court direct 
ed the Government that the rank of Shri Kartha among the Draftsmen 
should be fixed with reference to his date of first effective advice i. c . 
11-7-1947. This has necessitated certain changes in the final integrated 
gradation list of the Draftsmen as on 1-11-1956. 

The name of Shri K. Damodaran Nair (Madras) was not included in 
the final list published with the G. O. read above. Since it is now seen that 
he has regular continuous service from 27-5-1955 onwards, his name has 
also to be included among the Draftsmen . Government are therefore pleased 
to issue revised integrated gradation list of the Draftsmen as on 1-11-1956 as 
appended herewith :

AWARD 


This reference to the State Arbitration Board under Section 10 - A of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 ( Central Act 14 of 1947) relates to the following 
specific matter in dispute . 

“ Rival claims of Sri M. A. Balan and Sri P. K. Ayyappakutty for 
appointment in the vacancy of deceased Vanneri Kochuraman" . 

2. The circumstances under which the dispute arose and the facts neces 
sary for the disposal of the dispute could be briefly stated as follows: 

3. Vanneri Kochu Raman who was a Chethu Thozhilali died on 25th 
November, 1967.Kochu Raman s wife died in January , 1968 and his only 
son Gangadharan predeceased him in September 1961 leaving 4 minor children 
who are the present legal heirs of Kochu Raman also , Kochu Raman lay ill 
for some time before his death and at the time of his death the tapping job 
(ചെത്തുതൊഴിൽ) attached to a particular toddy shop was being conducted by 
one Ayyappakutty , who is stated to be a distant ralative of Kochu Raman . 
After the death ofKochu Raman, disputes aro e between the said Ayyappa. 
kutty and M.A. Balan the direct uncle of the minor grand children of Kochu 
Raman , regarding the right to continue the tapping job of the deceased 
Kochu Raman . The Management, viz., the contractors of the shop, found it 
difficult to accommodate both ofthem and accordingly the dispute was taken 
before the District Labour Officer , Trichur, where all parties concerned 
agreed to refer the dispute for arbitration by the State Arbitration Board. 
Accordingly, the Government after due notification dated 26-7-1968 referred 
the dispute to this Board,

4. The dispute having thusbeen received by the Arbitration Board , the 
Board called for the statements of the parties in the first instance and they 
duly appeared and filed their written statements. 

5. The Management in their written statement stated that 
from 1st April 1968 they became authorised contractors for 40 toddy shops in 
Trichur Taluk and in one of their toddy receiving stations, namely , Peringot 
tukara B. Store, the abovesaid Ayyappakutty and V. A. Balan brought 
toddy in the name of deceased v . G. Kochu Raman and on enquiry the 
Management found that each of them had their specific claimswhich they 
could not dispose of and hence they agreed for arbitration . They however in 
their written statement refer to an agreement before the Trichur District 
Labour Officer, in 1964 that on the death of a tapper, his near relative who 
is prepared to support the dependants of the deceased was to be preferred for 
appointment in his place and that was being followed . 

6. Sri. N. C Sankar, General Secretary , Enammavu , Peringottukara 
( Trichur Taluk ) Chethu Thozhilali Union , Anthikad , (hereinafter referred 
to as No. 1 Union ) represents M.A Balan and Sri. T. K. Purushothaman , 
Secretary , Trichur Taluk Chethu Thozhilali Union (Hereinafter called No. 2 
Union ) represents P. K. Ayyappakutty. Both Unionshave engaged Advocates 
also for defending the cause of the party whom they represent. Both unions 
have filed written statements setting forth the claims of their party and No. 2 
Union has filed an additional rejoinder statement also disputing the claims 
of No. 1 Union on behalf of M.A. Balan and reaffirming their own conten 
tions. 

7. No. 1 Union mainly relies upon three grounds: 

( 1) that M. A. Balan is the nearest relative ofthe grand children of 
deceased Venneri Kochu Raman being their direct uncle who is looking after 
their affairs . 

(2 ) that when Venneri Kochu Raman was laid up , he used to help him 
by conducting the tapping on his behalf and (3) according to a settlement 
arrived at by the Unions in vogue in 1964 , M. A. Balan has the right for 
appointment in the place of Kochu Raman . Of course No. 1 Union also 
disputes the claims of Ayyappakutty and would also state that No. 2 Union 
which came into existence only in 1968 has no propriety in disregarding the 
healthy provisions of a settlement which was in vogue till now . 

8. No. 2 Union in their written statement bases the claim of Sri 
P. K. Ayyappakutty mainly on the following two clains (1) that Ayyappa 
kutty was acting on behalf of Kochu Raman while he was laid up from 
20-8-1967 till his death on 18-11-1967 and , subscquently , also till 1-4-1968 
without interruption and ( 2 ) that Ayyappakutty is the brother of the wife of 
Kochuraman . No doubt No. 2 Union disputes the claims of M. A. Balan also 
and as regards the alleged settlement of 1964 they would say that even ifthere 
was such a settlement it would never have been intended for all times and 
that it is not binding on No. 2 Union . In the rejoinder, N ). 2 Union has also 
set up a case of entrustment of the right to continue by Kochu Raman 
himself. Thus practically the dispute is between the two Unions on behalf of 
the rival claimants . 


9. Now we will proceed to consider the issue as to the rival claims of 
M.A. Balan and P. K. Ayyappakutty for appointment in the vacancy of 
deceased Vanneri Kochu Raman . Bóth Unions have produced oral and 
documentary evidence to substantiate their laims. "No. 1 Union has 
examined 4 witr esses (WW1to WW4) and proved Ext. W1to W4 to substan 
tiate the claim ofM.A. Balan and No. 2 Un on has examined another set of 
4 witnesses (WW5 to WW8) and produced Ext. W5 to substantiate the claim 
of P.K. Ayyappakutty. The Managementdid not examine any witness nor 
did they produce any document. After the evidence, the parties were fully 
heard when themanagement also took part. The managemºnt only pointed 
out that they will abide by the decision ofthe Board though they would add 
that they are bound by precedents and in the interests of industrial peace it 
would be better to follow the guide lines prescribed in Ext. Wi. 

10. Now we will proceed to consider the evidence and eircumstances 
revealed in the case regarding the claims of both parties. In the first instance 
we will deal with the evidence and circumstances in favour ofM. A. Balan 
put forward by No.1 Union . WWI is the General Secretary of No. 1 Union 
who proves Clause 6 in Ext. Widated 3rd April, 1964, a settlement arrived 
at belween the two Unions th n existing concerned in the affairs of tappers of 
the Trichur District under the arbitration of the Trichur District Labour 
Officer. Clause 6 relied upon by No. 1 Union runs as follows:

ബന്ധുവിനോ നൽകാണും , Besides the Union representatives, the 
predecessor in interest of the present contractors (Management), viz ., Messrs. 
İ . V. Govindan, K. S. Chathunni & Co. has also signed in Ext. W1 settle 
ment, WWI swears that the present contractors got the rights of the above 
Company with all rights and liabilities and accordingly, they are bound by 
that agreement. That aspect is not disputed in cross- examination by No. 2 
Union and Management did not cross examine at all . At the time of argu 
ment the Management s representative who filed the written statement point 
ed out that they are willing to honour the above pro.ision . WW1also swears 
that Gangadharan s 4 minor children , i. e., the grand children of Vanneri 
Kochu Raman are the only legal representatives of Kochu Raman and 
their affairs are looked after by their direct uncle M. A. Balan , the claimant. 
WW1 also has proved Exts . W2, W3 and W4 to prove that clause 6 in Ext. 
W1 has been followed and acted upon by parties . Ext. W2 dated 31-3-1967 is 
the forwarding letter. by the then contractors to the Union and Ext. W3is the 
list of persons thereunder who have been reinstated as per the above clause 6 
in Ext. W1. Ext. W4dated 22-3-1965 shows another set of deceased tappers in 
whose place other near relations have been accepted .WW1 is a signatory in 
Exts. W1and W4. K.C. Vasudevan Namboothiri was the Secretary of the 
Anthikad Farka Desiya Chethu Thozhilali Union who took part in the settle 
ment in Ext. W1 and is a signatory to it. He also proves Clause 6 in Ext. WI 
nd swears that the provision was being acted upon. It is seen that he is also 
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a signatory to Ext. W4 . In the cross examination of WW4, it has been 
brought out that clause 6 in Ext.W1 was intended to be given effect to till 
it is altered or modified and till this day to his knowledge no such alteration 
has been effected. Nevertheless he would add that at present the implement 
ation of the provision has become difficult because other unions who were not 
parties to Ext.WIhave come into existence and because of consequent party 
disputes. We sce no reason to disbelieve the evidence of WWI and WW4. It 
is therefore clear that Clause 6 in Ext. WI came into existance as a bonafide 
provision and was being acted upon by all concerned till recently whea other 
Unions came into the field . 


11. WW2 is Usha, the eldest of the minor grand children or legal 
representative of Vanneri Kochu Raman . She swears that she is 15 years 
old , that she has two younger sisters and a brother, Manikantan (aged 7 ) 
who is the youngest , that their affairs are being looked after by M. A. Balan , 
their direct uncle, who resides with them and that there is no other near 
relation . Though she has been cross-examined nothing has been brought 
out to discredit her evidence. 


12. WW4 is M. A. Balan , one of the claimants. He swears that he 
lives with the minor grand children of Kochu Raman and that he is looking 
after their affairs after the death ofKochu Raman . He also swears that 
before the death of Kochu Raman and when he (Kochu Raman ) was laid 
up , unable to go for tapping he (Balan ) was helping Kochu Raman as 
desired by Kochu Raman and the proceeds were being entrusted to Kochu 
Raman after taking a small portion for his personal needs. Balan left Kochu 
Raman with permission of Kochu Raman when he got an independant job 
(tapping), that after him Vanneri Asokan , P. K. Raman and lastly 
P. K. Ayyappakutty also had tapped for and on behalf of Kochu Raman 
when he was unwell. It is also brought out in his evidence that now himself 
and Ayyappakutty are doing the tapping of the trees of Kochu Raman and 
Ayyappakutty is paying nothing towards the maintenance of the legal repre 
sentatives ofKochu Raman . No doubt he has been cross- examined by the 
other Union and nothing has been broughtout to disbelieve him . There is 
a case for No. 2 Union that Balan (WW4) had not tapped during the illness 
of Kochu Raman . But that case appears to have been given up in cross 
which is clear from the following question and answer. It was brought out 
in cross that during Kochu Raman s illness , WW4, Vanneri Asokan ani 
P. K. Raman had tapped Cochu Raman s trees during his illness. It is also 
brought out that Kochu Raman was a T. B. patient ailing for some time. 
Finally the following question put to the witness and the answer elicited are 
significant.

In the above question it is conceded that Balan also had tapped during the 
illness of Kochu Raman ani he (Kochu Raman ) abandoned them all 
because they were found unfit or he did not like them .

13. Now we will pass on to the pleadings and evidence of No. 2 Union 
on behalf of Ayyappakutty . As we already stated , in the first written state 
ment dated 30-8-1968 the claims of Ayyappakutty were : (1) his near rela 
tionship with Kochu Raman as brother of Kochu Raman and (2) his acting 
on behalf of Kochu Raman during his illness. No doubt in the rejoinder 
dated 9th September 1963 another claim of entrustment by Kochu Raman 
is put forward . It is beneficial to quote that contention in para 3 below :

Here there is a case of entrustment also coupled with his near relation 
ship . Evidently, this belated case of entrustment not stated in the first 
written statement is only an after-thought and cannot be countenanced . 
Further on the merits also it is seen that specific details regarding the place , 
time, and circumstances also are lacking for the plea . Ayyappakutty him 
self has been examined as WW5 by No. 2 Union. In his own testimony he bas 
no case that Kochu Raman entrusted him the right to continue his job after 
his death . He in crosse xamination states as follows: " ond UJU645

In his Chief also he has no case that the right to continue the tapping job of 
Kochu Raman (തന്റെം തൊഴിലിന്റെ പിൻതുടർച്ചാവകാശം) has been entrusted 
by Kochu Raman during his life time. There is no other evidence also on 
that point. It follows therefore that the case of entrustment to Ayyappakutty 
of the right to continue by Kochu Ranan during his life time falls to the 
ground . 

14. The alleged nzar relationship of Ayyappakutty to deceased Kochu 
Raman is stoutly disputed . Though in the pleadlinys Ayyappakutty has been 
stated to be the brother of Kochu Raman s wife, it is clear from 
Ayyappakutry s own testimony that he is only a very distant relation of 
Kochu Raman s wife. Evidently, that contention of the Union No. 2 also 
fails and has only to be discarded . 

15. Then the only remaining contention is that Ayyappakutty ha 1 
acted for and on behalf of Kochu Raman duriag his life time and thereafter . 
Here the claim is that before Kochu Raman s death Ayyappakutty acted 
from 0-8.1967 to 18-11-1967, for a period of about three months. Even 
according to him Kchu Raman was laid up for 5 or 6 months before his 
death . But to a specific question whether from October 1966 was it 
others who did the job for Kochu Raman , Ayyappakutty only said that he 
did not know . However he dose not deny that fact. Ayyappakutty in his testi 
mony admits that one Vanneri Asokan and one P. K. Raman had acted for 
Kochu Raman during his illness for different periods ofone or two months. 
When he was specifically questioned as to whether his rival claimant Balan 
also had acted during the illnes of Kochu Raman , he would say that he does 
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not know . He however admits that Balan also is a tapper by profession and 
at present Balan is looking after the affairs of the minor grand children of 
Kochu Raman and that himself (Ayyappakutty) is not doing anything for 
them by way of help i.e, after Balan has come forward to help them During 
the course of the evidence it has come out that Ayyappakutty has acte 1 for 
others also . In the circumstances, Balan s case that he also had acted 
during the illness of Kochu Raman gains ground . That Ayyappakutty also 
had acted during the illness of Kochu Ramaa does not by itself give him any 
preferential right especially when his contentions of near relationslip with 
Kochuraman and the case of entrustment not having been made out. 

16. Union No. 2 has also attempted to prove that Clause 6 in Ext. 
WI is not invariably followed . The Union has examined WW6 to WW8 
and produced Ext. W5. WW6 is T. V. Raghavan , a tapper who was asked 
to act on behalf of one Chathappan in 1965 continues that job in his own 
right even after the death of Chathappan three months after the entrustment. 
He adds that he took up the job without any responsibility to support the 
children of the deceased . In cross it has been brought out that it was the 
sons of the deceased themselves who entrusted him the job because, they 
could not continue as they had their own trees to tap. So there was no 
dispute in that case. In the cross- examination by Management he says that 
he had only asked the management to confirm him . So he is not yet 
onfirmed . So his evidence is of no help as against the settlement in Ext. 
WI. 

17. WW7 Govindan is put forward as another instance where a 
stranger has been confirmed in the place of a deceased tapper. In that case 
Velayudhan for whom he acted gave up the job and then Ww7 was substi 
tuted . More than a year after Velayudhan himself came forward claiming 
back the job which he had surrendered which claim was resisted by Ww7 
and he got it confirmed in his name. The facts of that case have no appli 
cation here. Further that was in 1963 , long before the settlement in Ext. WI. 
He further swears that temporary tappers do the job during the illness of a 
permanent tapper generally without 

any, agreement. When he was asked 
about cases of death and the subsequent right to continue the job he said he 
has not thought about it. Evidently, bis evidence also is of no help in this case . 

18. WW8 is T. K. Purushothaman, Secretary of No. 2 Union . He 
admits that the Union itself came into existence only about one year ago. He 
swears that he came to know about Ext. We only after it was produced here . 
He, however , does not impeach its genuineuess. In his rejoinder statement 
also his plea on behalf of the claimant Ayyappakutty is that even in that 
basis Ayyappakutty is entitled to succeed because Ayyappakutty is a close 
relation (brother -in -law ) of Kochu Raman and on account of entrustment 
wbich we have already deal He would say that there are cases where 
Ext. Wl provision was not followed and he has produced Ext. W5., Copy of 
settlement dated 17-10-1968. In the first place, Ext. W5 has come into exi 
stence after the dispute in this case had started and during the pendency of 
the proceedings in this case. i urther the two decisions ( mmmlőRyuJuno 
Ad ) in Ext, W5 have no bearing to the facts of the case nor to the cases 
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referred to in Clause 6 of Ext. Wi, and, consequently , have no application 
here . Ext. W5 thus is of no assistance to us. 
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19 On a cansideration of the entire evidence and circumstances in the 
case, it is clear that Sri. M.A. Balan has proved his claim for appointment in 
the vacancy of deceased Venneri Kochuraman and Ayyappakutty has failed 
in his attempt to substantiate his claim . Sri. M. A. Balan has proved himsel 
to be the nearest relative of the minor children who are the legal represent 
atives of Vaaneri Kochuramaa and that he is looking after their affairs. He 
has also proved that during the period of illness of Vanneri Kochu Raman he 
had tapped his trees on his behalf. Thus he is entitled to the benefits of the 
benevolent provisions in Clause 6 in Ext. Wi. Ext. Wi his also an attached 
list of the number of cocoanut trees about which they were making the 
settlement. It is clear that Vanneri Kochu Raman s trees would come under 
the purview of the settlement, though there has been an attempt by No. 2 
Union to show that the provisions thereof in Clause 6 in Ext. Wi, was not 
intended for all time. It has not been proved that the same has been changed 
or modified till now though , those provisions may not be binding on No. 2 
Union , as such and they will be free to have their own settlement in future. 
It is also noteworthy that the Management also is not for disturbing the 
healthy provisions in Ext. W1 in the interests of industrial peace . 

20. In the result, we pass an award as follows. We declarc that 
Sri M. A. Balan is entitled to be appointed in the vacancy of deceased 
Venneri Kochu Raman for the cocoanut trees, he (Vanneri Kochu Raman ) 
was tapping 

21. This award shall come in to force or the expiry of 30 days from 
its publication in theGovernment Cazette .

This is Industrial Dispute between the Managing Partner, 
Lekshmi Vilas Tile Works, Thuruth , Alwaye and the workmen of the 
above concern represented by the Secretary , Tile and Pottery Workers 
Union, Alwaye over " Denial of employment to (1) V. M. 

Ebrahim , 
(2 ) M.Mustafa and (3) M. V. Kuttappan " referred to this Court for 
adjudication under Section 10 (!) (c) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 
(Central Act XIV of 1947 ) by the Government of Kerala in their order 
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Health and Labour ( H ) Department, G. O. Rt. No. 1316 /66 /HLD dated 
6-4-1966 . 

2. In pursuance of notice issued , the parties put in their respective 
statements. The Union examined two of the workmen under reference 
SriM. V. Kuttappan as W WI and SriM.Mustaffa as W W2, while 
the management examined Sri G. Vijaya Rajan . Managing Partner , 
Lekshmi Vilas Tile Works, Thuruth , Alwaye as E WI. 

3. It is the case of the Union that Sri M. V. Kuttappan and 
Sri M. Mustaffa were denied employment by the management from 
25-1-1965 and 12-12-1964 respectively, and that Sri V. M. Ibrahim 
who was denied employment on 28-11-1964 , was reinstated in service on 
15-12-1964 . The denial of employment is alleged to be without any 
justification . The union claims reinstatement of Sri M. Mustaffa and 
Sri M. V. Kuttappan with backwages, and claims backwages during the 
period from 28-11-1964 to 15-12-1964 in respect of Sri V. M. Ibrahim . 
According to the management, the workmen under reference voluntarily 
abstained from work inasmuch as they declined the alternative employ 
ment offered to them by the management. It is admitted by WW I and 
WW2that they were offered alternative employment in the absence of work 
in that section of the factory where they were normally employed ,which 
they however declined to do . 

4. Today when the case was taken up, the learned counsels for the 
parties represent that the matter has been settled out of Court amicably 
between the parties, by the management agreeing to give work to 
SriMV. Kuttappan and Sri M.Mustaffa as in the case of the other 
workmen employed in the factory , besides agreeing pay the Union an 
amount of Rs. 200. The workmen are not entitled to any other further 
relief according to the Union . The parties request that an award be 
passed accordingly. In the result, an award is passed in accordance with 
the terms of the settlement reached between the parties to the dispute. 

5. This award will come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its 
publication in the Government Gazette.

This is an Industrial Dispute between the Iroprietor, Devi Tile Works, 
Karunagappally and the workmen of the above concern represented by 
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the General Secretary, Tiles & Ceramic Workers Congress, I. N. T. U.C. 
Odlice, Quilon over " Denial of employment to Shri H. Bava Kunju " 
referred to this Court for adjudication under Section 10 ( 1) (c ) of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (Central Act XIV of 1947) by the Government 
of Kerala in their Order, Health and Labour ( H ) Department, G. O. Rt. 
No. 1836 /66/HLD Trivandrum , Dated 23-5-1966 . 

2. In pursuance of notice issued the parties put in their respective 
statements. The Union examined Sri. H. Bava Kunju , the workman under 
reference as W. W. 1 and filed Exhibit W. 1. The opposite party examined 
Sri. K. Kesavan, the Proprietor of the Devi Tile Works, Karunagappally 
as EW . 1 and filed Exhibits E.1 to E. 3 . 

3. According to the Union Sri, H. Bava Kunju , who was employed 
in the pugmill section of Devi Tile Works, Karunagappally from 1948, was 
denied employment without any Justification or reason , with effect from 
15-1-1963. The workman presented himself for work on subsequent dates 
till 31-1-1963, but was denied employment. It is alleged that some 
agreement was entered into between the workman and the Proprietor of the 
Devi Tile Works, examined as E. W. 1 , in respect the sale of some land 
belonging to the workman lying adjacent to the Tile Works, but " as the 
terms of the transfer agreementwere violated by the management, the trans 
fer did not comeinto effect" . It is alleged that the workman was denied 
employment for the reason that he refused to sell the land at the behest of 
the employer. The workman approached the Assistant Labour Officer, 
Chavara through the Union . Conciliation conferences were held on 5-8-1963, 
14-8-1963 and subsequent dates, but no settlement was reached. According 
to Sri. H. Bava Kunju examined as W.W. I themanagemeat was not will 
ing to reinstate him or pay him backwages as claimed by him through the 
Union . 

4. The case of the management is that Sri. H. Bava Kunju , who 
entered service in 1956, had agreed to the sale of some land lying adjacent 
to Devi Tile works. On 1-4-1962, on receipt of Rs. 218, out of the value 
fixed for the property which is alleged to be Rs. 2,510 , the workman 
undertook to execute a sale deed before 31-10-1963. He received Rs. 2,465 in 
instalments, leaving a balance of Rs. towards the price fixed 
for the property . Subseqently the workman decliued to part with the 
property, and even denied having entered into an agreement or having 
received any money towards the price fixed for the property . A notice was 
issued to the workman on 18-10-1963 demanding specific performance of the 
alleged contract of sale. There_fter a suit was filed by the Proprietor of Devi 
Tile Work: against the workman under reference, in O. S. 357/1963 on the 
filc of the Munsiff of Karunagapally. Exhibit E. 1 is the Judgement in O.S. 
357/63 delivered on 2-4-1965. It is the case of the management that the 
workman abstained from work on his own accord in order to avoid repay 
ment of the money advanced by the ernployer for the purchase of the 
property. The Proprictor of the Devi Tile Works, examined as E. W. I , 
swears before Court that the workman invoked the help of the Assistant 
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Labour Officer, Chavara only when a Civil suit was filed against him . 
The workman under reference had voluntarily stayed away from work 
with effect from 15-1-1963, his whereabouts were not known till 30-4-1963, 
and as such the name of the workman was removed from the muster 
rolls of the establishment only on 1 5-1963. E. W. 1 adnits that he was 
agreeable to the workman being reinstated , without any backwages, even 
during the conciliation conference before the Assistant Labour O.licer , 
Chavara . According to him , the workman is not entitled to any backwages, 
as employmentwas not denied to him , but he had voluatarily kept away 
from work, 

5. Exhibit E. 1 is the judgemeit in O. S. 357/63 on the file of the 
Munsiff of Karunagappally, a suit filed by E. W. 1, the Proprietor of Devi 
Tile Works, Karunagappally, against the workman under reference and his 
wife, for specific perlormance of a contract of sale of certain properties 
belonging to the workman and lying adjacent to the Devi Tile Works. 
The Civil Court came to the conclusin that an amount of Rs. 1,692 had 
been received by Sri. H. Bava Kunju, thc workman under reference , from 
EW . I the Proprietor of the Devi Tile Works for the sale of some property, 
but that there was no proof of an agreement to sell the particular prope.ty 
specified by E. W. 1 in the plaint. Under the circumstances the Civil 
Court held that there was no breach of contract, a d as such E.W. I was not 
entitled to specific performance. The amountof Rs. 1,692 with interest at 
5 per cent was however decreed to be realised from Sri, H. Bava Kunju as 
per Exhibit E. 1, the judgement delivered on 2-4-1965 . 

6. The point for determination in this case is whether or not 
Sri H. Bava Kunju had abandoned his work voluntarily as alleged by the 
management for the reason that after having received from his employer 
somemoney under an agreement to sell a property belonging to him , he 
refused to part with the property and denied having entered into such an 
agreement or having received any moncy from his employer. It is the case 
of themanagement that the workman stayed away from work as he was 
reluctant to face his employer. On the other hand , the union asserts that 
work was denied to the workman by the management in the wake of the 
Civil dispute. In the absence of direct or positive evidence as to the truth 
of the contentions raised by either party, it has to be gathered from the 
circumstances proved in this case. According to themanagement, W.W. 1 
hai entered into an agreement to sell an iminovable property to E. W. I on 
1-4-1962, after having received an amount of Rs. 218 towards the Price 
fixed for the property. Thereafter W. W. I had received Rs. 2,165 in 
instalments . Subsequently , W. W. 1 is alleged to have denied the agreement 
or the receipt of any money and a notice had to be issued on 13-10-1963 by 
E. W. 1 demanding specific performance of the alleged contract of sale. 
e . W. I would have us believe that W. W. I stayed away from work 
voluntarily , admittedly from 15-1-1963, in order to avoid repayment of the 
money received by him towards the price fixed for the property. I is 
evident that Exhibit E. 1 directing repayment of Rs. 1,692 viis passed 
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only on 2-4-1965 by the Munsiff ofKarunagappally in the Civil Suit for 
specific performance filed by E. W. 1. It is obvious therefore that W. W. 1 
would not have stayed away from work to avoid repayment of the money 
as early as 15-1-1963. It is also highly improbable that W. W. I would 
have approached the Union or the Assistant Labour Officer, Chavara, had 
he stayed away from work on his own accord . W. W. 1 approached the 
Assistant Labour officer , Chavara who convened several conciliation confere 
nces during which E. W. I admits having agreed to reinstate W. W. 1 
without payment of backwages . The circumstances proved in this case 
lend support to the case of W. w . I that he was deried employment by 
E. W. I as he renounced the alleged agreement to sell the immovable 
property lying adjacent to the Devi Tile Works at the behest of E. W. 1. 
It follows therefore that the contention raised by the Manag ment that the 
workman under reference had abstained from work on his own accord does 
not appear to be true. The circumstances proved in this case go to show 
that W.W. 1 was denied employment by E. W. 1, the Proprietor of Devi 
Tile Works with effect from 15-1-1963, without any justification . The 
workman under reference is therefore entitled to reinstatement. 

7. It is admitted by E. W. I when examined before Court that he had 
agreed to reinstate the workman under reference at the time when the 
conciliation conference took place before the Assistant Labour Officer, 
Chavara . The Union has not cared to examine the Assistant Labour Officer . 
Chavara or to adduce any evidence to prove that the management had 
refused to reinstate the workman . E. W. I swears before Court that he 
was willing to reinstate the workman, without payment of backwages and 
repeats the offer even now . I do not find any reason why E. W. I 
should not be believed when he states that he had undertaken to reinstate 
the workman under reference even at the time when the conciliation con 
ferences took place. In the circumstances, I am of opinion that the work 
man under reference is entitled to tackwages only till 14-8-1963, the date 
on which the last of the conciliation conferences took place according to 
the Union . 

8. In the result , I have no hesitation in coming to the conclusion 
that the workman under reference , Sri. H. Bava Kunju , was denied employ . 
ment by the manageraent of Devi Tile Works, Karunagappally without any 
justification . The workman will therefore be entitled to reinstatement. 
Regard being had the fact that it has been made out by 
the management that the Proprietor of the Devi Tile Works had agreed 
to reinstate the worker even during the conciliation conferences, but the 
offer was declined by the workman at the time, I feel that it is only fit and 
proper that the workman is allowed backwages only till 14-8-1963 , the date 
on which the last conciliation conference is alleged to have taken place . 
In the circumstances, I direct that Sri. H. Bava Kunju , the workman under 
reference, be reinstated in the pugmill section of the Devi Tile Works, 
forthwith . Hewill be paid backwages from 15-1-1963 to 14-8-1963. The 
management will further pay the Union, Rs. 100 toward costs. An 
award is passed accordingly .

This industrial dispute between the above parties was referred to this 
Tribunal for adjudication , by Government as per G. O. Rt. No. 2047 /67 /

2. The General Secretary, Government Industrial Estate Workers Union , 
Mavelikara, submitted the claim statement for and on behalf of the Union , 
the summary ofwbich is as follows: 

The K. I. V. Metal and Allied In dustries, Mavelikara , is an engineering 
concern engaged in themanufacture and sale of metallurgical goods like iron 
safes , almirahas, gates, grills, tin containers, plates, stainless steelware. 
aluminium -wares, cycle parts, industrial components, body building materials 
and also carrying on the business of welding, fabricating and electro -platings. 
This establishment was started as a private concern in the industrial estate 
building at Kollakadavu . It has got to its credit other associated Companies 
like K. I. V. Trading Company, Bombay -4 and K. I. V. Group Industries, 
Bombay -13. The K. I. V. Industries began production on 5th June 1961. 
They had 20 permanent workers working in the different sections and they 
were engaging 1. T. I. qualified hands as apprentices also, who were later on 
given certificates and discharged . This practice helped the management to 
increase their pro luction with the minimum number of paid workmen . Yet 
they had to employ more than 20 permanentworkers because of the easy sale 
of the products. Surprisingly the Management was not giving to theworkers 
any of the rights established by the enacted Labour Laws. Attendence cards, 
leave with wages books, public holidays, bonuz and such other rights were 
being denied to them . Trade Union activities on the part of the workers 
were viewed with grave concern and they were threatened with evil con 
sequence of summary dismissal. Despite all these victimisation the workers 
in the concern joined the Government Industrial Estate Workers Union and 
submitted a memorandum of demands on 11-7-1966 . The Labour Depart 
ment intervened , but the management refused to attend conferences held by 
the Asst. Labour Officer . Thereafter, despite the participation of the manage 
ment in several conferences held by the D. L. O.at Alleppey, no settlement 
could be arrived at and hence this dispute. 

Issue No. 1- Increase in wages. The workers involved in this dispute are 
entitled to the wages recommended by the I. R. C. for engineering works 
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in 1957. The rates of wages given to them by the Management at present 
are quite insufficient and meayre. Tnew - rkers may be ordered to be given 
the rates of wages recommended by the 1. R. C. 

Issie No. 2.-D. A. linked to the cost of living index . - The Management 
has been adamant in refusing this demand the workers. The I. R. C. 
recommendations in this industry contemplates this payment. Therefore, the 
workers shall be given five paise for every five points rise in the cost of living 
index with effect from June 1961. 

Issue No. 3. - Bonus from the year 1961 onwards.-- This industry is a thrive 
ing and flourisbing injustıy and so the management can very well afford to 
pay bonus to the workmen . The workers shall be given reasonable bonus 
since the year 1961. 

Issue No. 4. - The workers shall be given holiday wages in connection 
with the demise of late Prime Minister Pandit Jawaharilal Nehru . 

Issue Vo. 5. - Permanency of workers. - he establishment has been shifted 
from the Industrial Estate to Pennuckara, five miles away from its original 
place. Although 18 workers are entitled to be confirmed , the workers are 
denied work and the production is going on by employing other workers. 
They are to be given lay-off compensation at least. The shiſting of the 
establishment is an act of victimisation and the denial ofemploymont cannot 
be justified on any ground . 

Issue No. 6. - The workmen concerned are not recognised as workmen in 
the soldering section though they are working in the section ever since the 
starting of the factory . They are entitled to Le recognised as workmen in 
the soldering section and so the issue may be answered in their favour. 

The Union concluded their statement appending an annexure contain 
ing the names of their workers involving in the dispute . The annexure is 
shown below :

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3. The management submitted their counter statement, the summary of 
which is as follows : 

The reference is bad in law and on facts and the dispute is not 
maintainable. The Government Industrial Estate Workers Union,Mavelikkara , 
has no representative capacity to represent employees of the management 
since they are not members of this Union or any other Union . The Union 
is put to strict proof about their representative capacity. The workers are 
engaged with the Management directly and not through the Union . 

Subject to the above objections, the contention of the Management 
regarding the issues are as follows: 

The allegations of the Union are all unfounded and baseless and hence 
denied. Although the concern was started in October 1961 it is not in a 
position to utilise even 25 % of the installed capacity because of the difficulty 
to obtian tin plates through the Government. To keep 20 workmen in an 
year, the concern needs an average minimum of 300 tons of tin plates. But 
at no time in any year more than 60 tons of tin plates could be obtained. 
That is how the management ventured in the manufacture of furniture etc. 
But owing to the inexperience in this line and the initial expenses iif develop 
ment, this proved to be a continuous drain on the resources 

the manage 
ment and so the management was incurring heavy loss every year. 

The contentions of the Union that there are separate sections and 
separate categories of workmen are all incorrect. All the workers working 
under the management are general workers and they are utilised in the 
various departments depending upon the availability of the nature of work. 
Out of the 16 names given by the Union in the annexure only 4 are 
working with the management at present and the salary scale of those 
4 workers as shown by the union are also not correct. Many of the 
others are even not known the management. The statement 
by the Union 

that the management has dismissed 
workmen are not correct since themanagement has never dismissed any 
worker so far. The statement regarding Arumugam and Damodaran is also 
incorrect. In fact they have resigned from the service of the Management 
and have no claim against the management on this date . 

Issue No. 1-- Increase in wages :- There is no necessity for any technical 
skill for working in thesemachines and none of the workmen are technically 
skilled . For fabricating tin containers no risk is involved and no skill also 
Any increase in the present wages will add to the competition which the 
management is facing, which will ultimately ruin the industry. This is the 
only management which is giving monthly salary to its employees in this 
industry and even at present the management finds it very difficult to 
pull on the industry. The recommendations of the I. R. C. for engineering 
have no relevance in this context and there is no question of any revision 
ofwages at present, since themanagement has absolutely no finapcial capacity 
to bear any additional bruden . 

Issue No. 2 .--Dearness Allowance:--- The management is paying a consoli. 
dated monthly pay and it includes the allowance as well. The principle of 


to 


some 
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V. D. A. linked with the cost of living cannot be made applicable in this 
case. Anyhow , the demand of the Union is highly unreasonable. 

Issue No. 3. - Bonus: - The workmen are not entitled for any,bonus for the 
year 1961. The management has not made any profit during the year in 
question . Moreover the industry was started only in October 1961 and 
the Union cannot claim bonus for that year. The accounting year of the 
Management is March -April and not the calendar year. Even on 31st 
March 1962 the net loss was nearly Rs. 22,000 and therefore bonus can 
never be paid . 

Issue No. 4 : - The management had paid 1 } days leave and wages on 
the death of the late Prime Minister. The attempt of the Union on this 
score is only to black -mail the management. 

Issue No. 5 : It is a fact that the management has shifted their concern 
from the Industrial Estate to their own property at Pennuckara to save rent 
and other incidental costs in the Industrial Estate and the workers were 
transferred and offered employment in the new place. But some of the 
workers refused to appear for work even after repeated requests. Therefore 
they are created as deserters. They are not entitled for lay off compensation 
or any other relief. Anyhow , the management will not come under the 
purview of the provisions of the lay off in the I. D. Act, in view 
of the low number of workmen employed by them . The allegation 
of victimisation is without any bonafides whatsoever . The workmen cannot 
claim permanency of employment after abandoning the service on their own. 

Issue No. 6 : - The three workers mentioned under this issue are not, 
employees of themanagement. The soldering work is done by a contractor, 
one Sri S. John and he is doing the work in several other concerns also. It 
is the contractor who brings the workmen as and when necessary. Therefore, 
these three workmen are not entitled to get anything fron the management 
since they are journeymen -workers working under more than one employer. 
Now , it is Shri Samuel who is the contractor at present and so these workers 
have nothing to do with the establishment now . 

The management concluded with a prayer that the reference may be 
answered in their favour and an award passed accordingly . 

4. The Union submitted an elaborate replication in which they have 
traversed all the allegations of the management as per their reply statement. 

5. The case came up for evidence. But the Union wasapplying for time 
incessantly and after quite a few adjournraents WWI was examined . The 
case was adjourned for further evidence. On 28-10-1968 the Union absented 
without assigning any reason whatsoever and therefore the Union was 
declared exparte. Thereafter the management examined MWI in chief 
and marked Ext. Mi series Since the Union was absent MWI was not 
cross-examined and the exparte order aga nst the Union wasmade aboslute 
and the matter was finally heard. 

6. wwi is Shri C. Venkitachalam , who was a worker in the K.I.V 
establishment. The sum.nary of his deposition is as follows: 
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Chief:- I was a senior worker in the K.I.V. Fabrication Department 
from June 1963 to 4th January 1968. The K.I.V. metal industries was till 
recently working in the Industrial Estate, Mavelikkara but now it is shiſted 
to Pennuckara , since two years. There were three sections in the establish 
ment , viz ., fabrication , soldering and tin section . Iron safe , steel furniture, 
lock, cycle carrier, etc., were maufactured in this establishment along with 
drill gate, painting and turning works. Body building and automobile 
repairing were also carried on. The management was obtaining quota of 
raw materials from the Government. The management has got two other 
establishments at Bombay and one at Punnapra and one at Cochin . There 
were more than 20 workers in the fabrication and tin section together . 
There were a number of I.T.I. apprentices also in the concern , who were 
given certificates after a period of six monthsworks. Attendance cards were 
given to us since the Factory Inspector instructed the management to do the 
same. Wherever we used to make the demands the management used to 
intimidate us and so we joined the Government Industrial Estate Workers 
" Union and submitted a memorandum of demands to the Management. In 
the initial conciliation conferences the management refused to attend . We 
are entitled to get the wages as per the recommendations of the Engineering 
I. R. C. We have demanded also D. A. in our memorandum with V. D. A. 
This establishment was started in the year 1961. No bonus was ever paid in 
the establishment although the establishment had the necessary financial 
stability to pay the same. Even on the date when Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru 
died workers were asked to work . After the shifting of the establishment to 
Pennuckara some of the workers were dismissed except those in the fabrication 
department. In the factroy M /s. S. John , Kunjappy and Samuel were in the 
soldering section . They were appointed directly by the management. 
Arumugham , a native of Trivandrum , after working for one and half years 
left the concern voluntarily. Another Damodar in was discharged from 
service. 

Cross: - I have no work at present . I used to make idols and 
manufacture crosses. I was manufacturing iron safes, steel locks etc., in the 
establishment. The other Companics mentioned by usin the claim state 
ment are co -related to the company. They are more or less under the same 
management. I do not know wether this Company has incurred loss in the 
year 1962. As per the turnover I am of opinion that the Company might 
have made profits and so the accounts might be manipulated . I do not 
know the number of workers at present in the concern . There were about 
20 workers during the fag end of the year 1967 in the concern . A number 
of workers were dismissed from service by the management. M /s. 
T. K. Divakaran , Baby Kunjumon and Chacko are working in the concern 
at present. The number of workers dismissed are members of the Union . 
I was dismissed from service after giving me a notice on 4-5-1967. I was 
givern another notice also on 12- 5- 1967 in which it was stated that my 
explana; ion was not satisfactory. An enquiry was fixed , but I refused to 
participate in the same. There was no written dismissal order served on 
any of the workers . 

There are 4 tin presses in the concern . If all the 
machinery work on a day, 600 to 700 tins can be manufactured. I do not 
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know the rates prescribed by the I. R. C. for the engineering workers . We 
have demanded bonus for the first time in the year 1965. I do not know 
the rent of the building of the industrial estate used by the concern . 

There 
is an attendance register in the Company and our attendance were marked 
in the same. 

7. MW1is Shri Samuel Varghesc. The summary of his deposition is as 
follows:-- 

Chief: - I am the partner of K. I. V. Metal & Allied Industries. The 
facts stated in the counter statement are true . We have started production in 
the year 1962 and we manufacture four gallon tins. But we do not get 
sufficient quota for running the industry all through the year. The quota is 
sufficient only for two or threemonths in an year. Our requirement in an year 
is about 300 tons of tin sheets. But we get only between 25 to 60 tons in an 
year. Therefore we have started alternate lines of pro luction , such as steel 
cash boxes, almirahs, etc. Out of the 16 workmen mentioned 
in the Union s list only 4 are working now and the others have left our 
services on their own. The 16th man John is the soldering contractor. 
have never dismissed any ofthe workmen . I was paying monthly salary to t e 
workers. Worker T. K. Divakaran is paid Rs. 105 and workers Baby, 
Kunjumon and Chacko are paid Rs. 75 each . The amount is a consolidated 
amount and I have not heard of any other tir. factory paying monthly salary 
to its workers. Ext. M1 series are the balance-sheets and profits and loss 
accounts for the years ending 31-3-1962 to 31-3-1965. All there four years 
we were incurring loss. We have given leave with w ges for one and half 
days during the demise of the late Prime Minister. Sidering contractor 
brings his workers. We have no financial capacity to pay wages as 
demanded by the Union . 

8. The learned counsel for the Management argued his case succinctly 
and since both the Union as well as their counsel were absent the matter was 
taken for award . 

9. The issues referred for adjudication as shown above are all very serious 
issues concerning the parties, which have to be decided only by going into them 
deeply and discussing at length the evidence adduced by both the parties . 
But as mentioned above , the Union has examined only WWI, one of the 
erstwhile workers who lost his employment. He could not substantiate the 
claims of the union as far as the various issues are concerned . Enhance 
ment of wages depends upon the financial stability,capacit , past history and 
future prosperity of the establishment. Similarly dearness allowance also 
depends upon the financial capacity of themanagement. Regarding bonus 
cven in the claim statement of the Union they could not substantiate their 
claim and their only demand was some reasonable bonus for the year 1961. 
Admittedly the concern was started in the year 1961 and that in the month 
of October. Therefore, there is no possibility of giving bonus for the year 
1961. Ext. Mi series, the veracity of which is undisputed , show that the 
r anagement was incurring heavy losses up to the end of the financial year 
1965. Therefore bonus for the period upto 1965 also cannot be granted . 
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10. Regarding the other issues the only evidence adduce i by the Unio is 
the bald statement ofWWI in his deposition . Therefore , it is on y just and 
reasonable on my part to declare that the Union has not adduced any 
reliable evidence to substantiate their claims. Where as on the part of the 
Masagernent, they have ex imi ed MWI, who is the partner of K.I.V. Metal 
and Allied Industries, Mavelikara . He has categorically alli ined taat h : 
concern has been meeting with inordinate liss fron the year 1961-62 to 
1964-65. He has also produced copies of the bulance-sheet and profit an ! 
loss accounts of the establishmentfr the ye .r ending 31-3-1962 to 31-3-1963 
and marked the same as Ext. MI series. A mere peruzal of Ext. M series 
would vouch safe that the management was undergoing severe lo ses 
during these years. The veracity of these docume..ts we.e not questioned 
by the Union since the Union representa ive and his counsel were absent 
during the occasions. Thus MWI has substantia ly affirmed that th : 
establishment was running at a loss and therefore thee is lo scope for 
enhar cement of wages or introduction of D. A. ir even payment cf any 
bonus. Regarding the leave with wages question during the demise of the 
late Prir e Minister , MWI has affirmed with all force that one and half 
days of leave with wages were given to the employees concerned . He has 
also affirmed that there a e only four workers ar pre ent in the concern out 
of the 16 names given in the claim statement of the Union , which even W 
has admitted in his deposition . 

11. If the Usion was serious enough in contestinz the case they could 
have at least exmined their Secretary. But the Union did not care to 
examine any other body other than WW1 and absented themselves incessantly 
without as signing any reason whatsoever. Therefore, they were declared 
exparte and even after notice since the Union was absent the expar :e order 
against them was made absolute . 

12. Considering all these aspects I hold that there is no subsisting disput : 
between the Union and the Management and so dismiss this reference. 

13. An award is passed accordingly and this award shall come into force 
on the expiry of thirty days from the date of its publication in the 
Government Gaze te .

ORDER 
The All Kerala Government Contractors Association , Trivandrum , has 
requested Government for certain modifications in the existing procedure for 
the execution of works. Government have examined the matter in consulta 
tion with the Chief Engineers. There was also a discussion with the repre 
sentatives of the Association. Government are s.itisfied that some modi@ ca 
tions will be necessary in the existing procedure regarding execution of works 
so as to simplify the existing procedure and speed up the settlement of 
accounts of the Contractors and are pleased to order as follo vs : 

(1) Release of retention noney.- As per G. O. MS. No. 549 /PW dated 
17-12-1963, the percentage deduction from bills which are held asadditional 
security, will be released by the officer competent to pass the finalbill at liis 
discretion , after the successful completion of the work, retaining only such 
amount as he may consider necessary to cover the liabilities, if any, of the 
contractor . 

G. 1316 
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(2 ) Release of security deposit. - The maximum period of retaining the secu 
rity deposit will be fixed as six months from the date of completion of the work 
and the security amount will, if necessary, be released carlier at the 
discretion of the Executive Engineer concerned provided he is convinced 
that the amount as per the final bill will cover all liabilities of the contractor 
and records a certificate to that effect and provided also the contractor has 
produced the latest clearance certificate of incometax, Agricultural Income 
tax and Sales tax . 

(3) Recovery of cost of departmentalmaterials.-- As far as possible , depart 
mental materials in excessof requirements should not be issued to contractors 
as adjustment for the value of the materials becomes difficult and in many 
cases, final bills are kept peading for return of excess materials . The Chief 
Engineers will issue suitable instructions to their subordinate officers in this 
regard . Government woull also like disciplinary action to be taken against 
officers who are responsible for excess issues to ensure that a judicious mana 
gement of Departriental issues is made. 

(4 ) Margin of Contractors profil. - Government do not find their way to 
increase the contractors margin of profit from 10 % to 15 % as requested for. 

( 5 ) Sales Tax on works contract Government feel that no action is called 
for on this request. 

(6 ) Extra items of works. --Cases in which the contractor has exccuted 
extra items not contemplated in the agreement butthe rates of which require 
sanction of higher authorities - Division Officers may in such cases sanction 
advances upto an amount not exceeding 75 % of the amount for the item at 
the rate worked out and certified by the Sub Division Officer. For this 
purpose, themeasuring officers, ic ., the Junior Engineer, shall promptly 
record all authorised extra items executed by the contractor including detail 
cd measurements and quantities thereof. He will not however , enter any 

ate for the same in the M. Book pending execution of supplemental agree 
mentnrwill he include such extra items in the body of the bill. When the 
bill is received in the Sub Division the Sub Division , Officer will prepare a 
separate statement for these extra items showing the following details : 

( 1) Extra items done 
(2) Total quantity for each item 
( 3) Rate for each item worked out by him based on a recment 

conditions; and 
(4) Amount for each item at the rate worked out by him . 

He should also furnish a certificate to the effect that he has personally 
examined all the extra items claimed , that the extra items are bonafide, that 
the amount payable for these itemswill not be less than Rs. ....(amount 
to be specified ) and that there is no oljection in paying 75 % of this amount 
as a secured advance. On receipt of the bill with theabove statement and 
certificate, the Division O.Ticers may make payment not exceeding the 
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amountrecommended by the Sub Divisional Officer as a L. S. Secured 
advance for works done but not billed for . 

(7) Revision of Schedule of rales . - The Chief Engiucers would take appro 
priate action as and when necessary . 

(8 ) Inflation of P. 4. C .-- Government do not consider it necessary to 
issue orders on this for the present. 

(9 ) Final bills and delay in payment. Instructions have been issued by 
the Chief Engineer, General & Buildings & Roads to his subordinate officers 
to expcdite payment of final bills. 

( 10 ) Iron rods & mode of issue.-- The Chief Engineer , General, Buildings 
• & Roads, will sub nit separate proposals for amending the tender form . 

(11 ) Recovery rates for enpty cement bags.-- Government do not consider it 
necessary to revise the existing practice in this regard . 

(12 ) Supply of certified copies of agreements to contractors. The Chief Engi 
neer will issue necessary instructions to the subordinate officers. 

( 13 ) Furnishing copies of unslampel receipts. — The Chief Engineer, 
General & Buildings & Roads, will issue suitable instructions to the subor. 
dinate officers in this regard . 

( 14 ) Acceptance of Government Bonds. - Government do not find their way 
to accede to this request. 

(15 ) Exccution of agreements in Malayalam.- This question is deferred for 
the present and will be taken up when Government s policy decision in regard 
to Official Language is settled . 

( 16 ) Storage value.-- In such cases recovery will be made at the rate at 
which the cost of materials is included in the data for working out the rate 
for extra items. The recovery rate will be included in the supplemental 
schedule to the Agreement. 

(17) Deposits in the Banks. The contractors will be allowed to open 
deposits in any recognised bank equal to the amount of retention money in 
favour of the officer in charge of the work , subject to the condition that it 
recoveries are to be made from such retention deposits, interest for sich 
recoveries for the period for which such amount becomes due to Government 
will also have to be recovered from the deposits. This new procedure will 
be given effect to only in regard to future contracts after effecting necessary 
modifications to the conditions of contract. 

2. The Chief Engineers will forward draft amendments to the Kerala 
P.W.D. Code and Kerala P.W.A. Code to Government for approval.

THE CENTRAL SALES TAX (AMENDMENT) 

ORDINANCE 

1969 

No. 4 OF 1969 
Promulgated by the Vice -President acting as President in the 

Twentieth Year of the Republic of India. 
An Ordinance further to amend the Central Sales Tax Act, 1956 , 

and to provide for certain other connected matters. 
Whereas Parliament is not in session and the Vice-President acting as 
President is satisfied that circumstances exist which render it necessary for 
him to take immediate action ; 

Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of 
article 123 of the Constitution , the Vice- President acting as President is 
pleased to promulgate the following Ordinance : 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Ordinance may be called the 
Central Sales Tax (Amendment) Ordinance, 1969. 

( 2 ) It shall come into force at once. 
2. Act 74 of 1956 to be temporarily amended. During the period of operation 
of this Ordinance, the Central Sales Tax Act, 1956 (hereinafter referred to as 
the principal Act) shall have effect subject to the amendments specified in 
sections 3 , 4 , 5 , 6 , 7 and 8 . 

3. Amendment of section 2. - In section 2 of the principal Act in clause (j), 
for the words and determined in the prescribed manner" , the words " and 
determined in accordance with the provisions of this Act and the rules made 
thereunder " shall be, and shall be deemed always to have been , 
substituted .

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4. Amendment of section 6. - In section 6 of the principal Act, after sub 
section (1 ), the following sub-section shall be, and shall be deemed always to 
have been, inserted namely : 

" (1A ) A dealer shall be liable to pay tax under this Act on a sale 
of any goods effected by him in the course of inter-State trade or 
commerce notwithstanding that no tax would have been leviable 
( whether on the seller or purchaser ) under the sales tax law of the 

appropriate State if that sale had taken place in ide that State." . 
5. Insertion of new section 8A .--- After section 8 of the principal Act, the 
following section shall be, and shall be deemed always to have been , 
inserted , namely : 

“ SA . Determination of turnover.- ( 1) In determining the turnover 
of a dealer for the purposes of this Act, the following deductions shall 
be made from the aggregate of the sale prices, namely : 

(a ) the amount arrived at by applying the following formula 

rate of tax Xaggregate of sale prices 


100 plus rate of tax 
Provided that no deduction on the basis of the above formula 
shall be made if the amount by way of tax collected by registered 
dealer, in accordance with the provisions of this Act, has been 
otherwise deducted from the aggregate of sale prices. 

Explanation . - Where the turnover of a dealer is taxable at 
different rates, the aforesaid formula shall be applied separately 
in respect of each part of the turnover liable to a different rate of 
tax; 

(b ) the sale price of all goods returned to the dealer by the 
purchasers of such goods within a period of three months from the 
date of delivery of the goods : 

Provided that satisfactory evidence of such return of goods 
and of refund or adjustment in accounts of the sale price thereof 
is prodaced before the authority competent to assess or, as the 
casemay be, re -assess the tax payable by the dealer under this 
Act; and 

(c) such other deductions as the Central Government may, 
having regard to the prevalentmarket conditions, facility of trade 
and interests of consumers, prescribe. 

(2) Save as otherwise provided in sub-section (1), in determining 
the turnover of a dealer for the purposes of this Act, no deduction shall 

be made from the aggregate of the sale prices." . 
6. Substitution of new section for section 9. - For section 9 of the principal 
Act, the following section shall be, and shall be deemed always to have been , 
substituted, ramely : 

“ 9. Levy and collection of tax and penalties.- (1) The tax payable by 
any dealer under this Act on salesof goods effected by him in the course

of inter- State trade or commerce, whether such sales fall within clause 
(a ) or clause (b ) of section 3, shall be levied by the Government of India 
and the tax so levied shall be collected by that Government in accor 
dance with the provisions of sub-section (2), in the State from which the 
movement of the goods commenced : 

Provided that, in the case of a sale of goods during their movement 
from the one State to another, being a sale subsequent to the first sale in 
respect of the same goods, the tax shall , where such sale does not fall 
within sub -section ( 2 ) of section 6 , be levied and collected in the State 
from which the registered dealer effecting the subsequent sale obtained 
or, as the case may be, could have obtained, the form prescribed for the 
purposes of clause (a ) ofsub-section (4) of section 8 in connection with 
the purchase of such goods. 

( 2) Subject to the other provisions of this Act and the rules made 
thereunder , the authorities for the time being empowered to assess, 
re-assess, collect and enforce payment of any tax under the general 
sales tax law of the appropriate State shall, on behalf of the Govern 
mentof India , assess, re-assess, collect and enforce payment of tax, 
including any penalty , payable by a dealer under this Act as if the tax or 
penalty payable by such a dealer under this Act is a tax or 
penalty payable under the general sales tax law of the State: and for 
this purpose they may exercise all or any of the powers they have 
under the general sales tax law of the State ; and the provisions of 
such law , including provisions relating to returns. provisional assess 
ment, advance payment of tax, registration of the transferee of any 
business, imposition of the tax liability of a person carrying on busi 
ness on the transferee of, or successor to , such business, transfer of 
liability of any firm or Hindu undivided family to pay tax in the 
event of the dissolution of such firm or partition of such family , re 
covery of tax from third parties, appeals , reviews, revisions, references, 
refunds, rebates, penalties, compounding of offences and treatment of 
documents furnished by a dealer as confidential, shall apply 
accordingly : 

Provided that if in any State or part thereof there is no general 
sales tax law in force, the Central Government may, by rules made in 
this behalf, mike necessary provision for all or any of the matters 
specified in this sub -section . 

(3) The proceeds in any financial year of any tax, including any 
penalty, levied and collected under this Act in any State (other than 
a Union territory) on behalf of the Government of India shall be 
assigned to that State and shall be retained by iti and the proceeds 
attributable to Union territories shall form part of the Consolidated 

Fund of India." . 

7. Amendment of section 10A. - Section 10A of the principal Act shall be, 
and shall be deemed always to have been , re-nu nbered as sub-section (1) of 
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that section and after the said sub-section (1), the following sub-section 
shall be, and sliall be deemed always to have been , inserted , namely: 

" (2 ) The penalty imposed upon any dealer under sub -section (1 ) 
shall be collected by the Governinent of India in the manner provided 
in sub -section (2 ) of section 9 

(a) in the case of an offence falling under clause (6 ) or 
clause (d ) of section 10 , in the State in which the person 
purchasing the goodsobtained the form prescribed for the purposes 
of clause (a ) of sub -section (4 ) of section 8 in coanection with the 
purchase of such goods; 

· (6 ) in the case of an offeace falling under clause (c) of section 
10 , in the State in which the person purchasing the goods should 

have registered himself if the offence had not been committed ." . 
8. Amendmentof section 13.- In section of the principal Act, in 
clause ( f ) of sub -section (1 ), for the word , brackets and figure " sub 
section (3) " , the word , brackets and figure " sub -section (2 ) " shall be, and 
shall be deemed always to have been , substituted. 

9. Validation of assessments, etc.- ( 1) Nytwithstanding anything contain 
ed in any judgment, decree or order of any court or other authority to the 
contrary, any assessment, re-assessment, levy or collection of any tax made 
or purporting to have been made, any action or thing taken or done in 
relation to such assessment, re-assessment, levy or collection under the 
provisions of the principalAct before the commencement of this Ordinance , 
shall be deemed io be as valid and effective as if such assessment, re - assess 
ment, levy or collection or action or thing had been made, taken or done 
under the principal Act as amended by this Ordinance and accordingly 

(a) all acts, proceedings or things done taken by the Govern 
ment or by any officer of the Governmeat or by any other authority 
in connection with the assessment, re -assessment, levy or collection of 
sach tax shall, for all purposes, be deemed to be, and to have always 
been done or taken in accordance with law ; 

(6 ) no suit or other proceedings shall be maintained or continued 
in any court or before any authority for the refund of any such tax ; 
and 

(c) no court shall enforce any decree or order directing the re 
fund ofany such tax . 

(2 ) For the removal of doubts, it is hereby declared that nothing in 
sub-section ( 1) shall be construed as preventing any person 

(a ) from questioning in accordance with the provisions of the 
principal Act, as amended by this Ordinance , any assessment, re 
assessment, levy or collection of tax referred to in sub-section (1) , or 

(6 ) from claiming refund of any tax paid by him in excess of 
the amount due from him by way of tax under the priacipal Act as 
amended by this Ordinance. 
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10. Exemption from liability to pay tax in certain cases.- (1 ) Where any sale 
of goodsin the course of inter-State trade or commerce has been effected 
during the period between the 10th day of November , 1964 , and the 
commencement of this Ordinance, and the dealer effecting such sale has not 
collected any tax under the principal Act on the ground that no such tax 
could have been levied or collected in respect of such sale or any portion of 
the turnover relating to such sale and no such tax could have been levied 
or collected if the amendments made in the principal Act by this Ordinance 
had not been made, then, notwithstanding anything contained in section 9 
or the said amendments, the dealer shall not be liable to pay any t x under 
the principal Act, as amended by this Ordinance, in respeci of such sale or 
such part of the turnover relating to such sale. 

(2 ) For the purposes of sub -section (1), the burden of proving that no 
tax was collected under the principal Act in respet of any sale referred to 
in sub -section (1) or in respect of any portion of the turnover relating to 
such sale shall be on the dealer effecting such sale.
